1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 14 April 
2008 has been entered. 

An action on the merits is given below. 

2. The examiner approves the drawings filed 1 0/07/2003. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
accepts the declaration evidence filed 14 April 2008 in the Gross declaration that the 
instant claimed enhanced IR reflective pigment layer in combination with the white 
under layer produces unexpectedly good combined IR reflectance of the two layers. 
This showing overcomes the rejection in section 4 of the detailed portion of the office 
action mailed 12/14/2007. The examiner accepts applicant's argument filed 14 April 
2007 that the instant claims are distinct from the claims of the Shiao et al. '500 
reference. The claims being distinct, the 131 declaration filed 9/6/2006 is given effect 
and the rejection in section 5 of the detailed portion of the office action mailed 
12/14/2007 is withdrawn. See the advisory action mailed 3/18/2008 for the withdrawal 
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of other rejections. The claims being otherwise allowable, the obviousness type double 
patenting rejection given in section 2 of the detailed portion of the office action mailed 
12/14/2007 is withdrawn. The obviousness double patenting rejection in the sister case 
10/746,829 will be maintained, so that the instant case will be the first case to issue. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
